1. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. § 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless — 

(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by 
another filed in the United States before the invention thereof by the applicant for 
patent, or on an international application by another who has fulfilled the requirements 
of paragraphs (1), (2), and (4) of section 371(c) of this title before the invention 
thereof by the applicant for patent. 

2. Claim 34 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 102(e) as being anticipated by Martinez. 
Martinez discloses a plurality of receive only subscribers (12) and facilities for 

communicating from the subscribers when moved from different geographic zones (cells) as 
seen in Fig. 2. Martinez also discloses that the transmitters of the subscribers is 1.5 milliwatt 
average at 300 baud, hence, the peak power is in the order of milliwatts. Each RCO (base 
station) covers a different zone of a geographically area (i.e. city).
